The  spirit  of  the  L'hild  abroad 
earth.  It  was  not  iso  before  the 
Bethlehem  came  to  -lie  with  us  and  to 
s|>eak  to  us  in  His  heavenly  language  of 
peace  and  good-wiill  to  men.  It  is  con¬ 
ceded,  by  the  abjest  scholars,  that  the 
charity,  the  gentleness,  and  the  unse  fish- 
ness  which  we  coiijmend  to-day  were)  not 
known  in 
Greece  and 
between  founding 
dred  poor  children!  as  did  Caelia  Macfina, 
and  the  jjermanen  t  work  of  a  better  be¬ 
nevolence.  And  >vl  ien  Antoninus  Pius  arid 
Marcus  Aurelius  established  institutions 
for  destitute  girls,  they  only  showed)  how 
the  spirit  of  the  C  lild  was  coming  to  be 
felt  in  the  world. 

In  all  the  year  there  is  no  more  sug¬ 
gestive  time  than  Christinas.  The  very 
streets  and  stores  ire  aglow  with  its|pros- 
ence.
